| Importance of soil as a fundament- 


al national and international asset 
was stressed today by President 
Coolidge in an address before mem- 
bers of the first International Con- 
gress of Soil Science. 

All mankind is dependent upon 
the soil, the president declared, and 
promised full co-operation of this 
iovernment in extending research 
into this field. Moreover, he said 
that further increases in. produc- 
tion in this country must come 
from increased acre. yields instead 
of from increased acreage. 

“Long after our mines have 
ceased to give up their treasures,” 
Mr. Coolidge said, “‘the soil must 
continue to produce the food neces- 
sary for feeding the increased pop- 
ulations of the world. 

“It is highly appropriate, there- 
fore, that representatives of many 
of the nations of the earth should 
assemble in groups such as this 
for the purpose of discussing meth- 
ods to be emploted in the study of 
the problems of soil conservation 
and land utilization. Moreover. the 
interchange of ideas and the per- 
sonal associations made possible by 
Such international gatherings as 
this can not but be productive of a 
better understanding among differ. 
ent peoples and ultimately lead to 
a more universal desire for peace 
among all nations.’’

Why, in London, 1500 
of the pride of Scotland Yard were 
lost in a crowd at Croydon as com- 
pletely as though they had been 
dropped in the ocean. Except 
around the car in which I was and 
around the plane, I don’t recall 
ever secing two of them together. 

“At Washington there was an- 
other enormous reception, but at 
New York I believe that there was 
a reception greater than all four 
put together. I wonder what those 
London bobbies would have thought 
of their position here.” 

Lindbergh then went over mate- 
rial of previous speeches. stressing 
the point that he still was without 


his “little visit to Europe, the quiet 


one.” ; 
Three loud, thousand-throated 


cheers interrupted the aviator. He 
smiled, waited until quiet came 
again, and continued: 

“T received many cablegrams 
urging me to come home, and Am- 
bassador Houghton advised me to 
come back. When I started up the 
Potomac the other day I decided I 
wasn’t sorry that I had followed 
that advice. And when I reached 
New York this morning I was very 
glad indeed that I had taken it.” 

Future of Aviation. 
Col. Lindbergh then spoke of the 
future of aviation, reiterating part 
of a speech he gave at Washing- 
ton. Of the future of aviation he 
said: “We must not expect too 
rapid a development of aviation. 
We are not going to have transat- 
lantic service under five or 10 
years. Aviation has been devel- 
oped on a sound basis. It will 
continue to develop on a sound 
basis.”’ 
After the ceremonies at City Hall 
Lindbergh again joined the parade 
and continued uptown. ‘The line 
of march led through Lafayette 
street and past Tombs _ prison, 
where the inmates looked out 
above the gray stone walls and 
cheered in concert with the crowds 
in the street. 
As the parade passed on the 
crowds closed in behind it and pan- 
demonium reigned as the cheering 
continued and thousands tried to 
keep as close as possible to the car 
in which the hero of the air stood 
waving to his admirers, 

As the Macom approached the 
Battery, fire boats began to 
shower water from their deck 
guns in salute and excursion boats 
crowded with cheering admirers 
formed a convoy for the city boat. 

Parade Starts. 

AS soon as word was received 
that Lindbergh was on board the 
Macom and expected at the Bat- 
tery Within half an hour, the wel- 
come parade was started uptown. 
At the head of the parade were 
Major-General William N. HasKel! 
and his staff. 

More than a dozen women faint- 
ed in Battery place while awaiting 
Lindbergh’s arrival. The crowd 
was so dense that the women were 
held up by the press even after 
losing consciousness until police- 
men made their way to them and 
carried them to the first aid sta- 
tion. . 


As Lindbergh descended from 


the pilot house and came ashore 
the noise of cheering and of 
whistles om harbor craft was s0 


great as to be almost deafening. 

As the cheering and whistles at 
the Battery were heard farther up- 
town a roar of welcome rolled up 
Broadway to City Hall and was 
maintained there as Lindborgh 
joined the parade at the Battery 
and started uptown. 

The pressure of the crowd be- 
came so great at the corner of 
Murray street and- Broadway, 
where the procession was making 
a right angle turn between the 
City Hall grandstands, that the po- 
lice lines were broken anda -edge 
of spectators was thrown forward 
into the street. Women scraamed 
and confusion was complete until 
mounted police drove the crowd 
back to the sidewalks. Women in 
danger of being trampled on were 


rescued by patrolmen on foot. Half 
a dozen women suffered partial 
collapse but were revived at first 
aid stations. 

In the procession from the Rat- 
tery were two companies, of ma- 
rines and four of bluejackets from 
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the battleship Colorado at Broo*- 
lyn navy yard. Behind these were 
units of the National Guard, naval 
militia, reserve officers and veter- 
ans’ organizations. | 

Behind the soldiers and sailors 
came floats bearing floral models of 
Lindbergh’s plane, “The Spirit of 
St. Louis,” of the Eiffel Tower and 
the Statue of Liberty and girls rep- 
resenting France and America. 

Lands at Mitchel Field. 
Lindbergh flew to Mitchel Field, 
L. I., from Washington today in 
two hours and four minutes, trav- 
eling alone in a golden-nosed pur- 
suit plane, and then transferred as 
a passenger to an amphibian plane 
so he could land in the waters of 
New York Bay where the city tug 
Macon picked him up and carried 
him to the Battery. He arrived at 
Mitchel Field at 11:58 a. m. and 
left at noon. 

With his accompanying planes 
Lindbergh circle over the field 
for several moments before he 
came to a graceful landing. His 
plane came to earth alone, the 31 
planes which had flown with him 
from Washington remaining in the 
air. \ 
The amphibian plane San Fran- 
cisco was immediately wheeled to 
a clear part of the field, ready for 
Lindbergh to enter it and continue 
his journey as a passenger to Quar- 
antine, 

Lindbergh landed at the op- 
posite end of Mitchell Field from 
where the amphibian was standing 
The fly- 
er got into an army automobile 
and drove down the entire legth ofa 
line of from 4000 or 5000 persons, 
who cheered lustily as he stood in 
the tonneau, nodding and waving 
his hand in recognition of the wel- 
come, 

At the conclusion of the brief 
“parade,” the Colonel alighted 
from the automobile and entered 
the amphibian where Capt. Ira C. 
Eaker, one of the Pan-American 
flyers, was seated at the  pilot’s 
stick. 

Used Auxiliary Tank. 

Col. Lindbergh’s first and last 
words upon landing concerned the 
Curtiss P-1 he flew from Washing- 
ton. 

The flyer made the passage en- 
tirely on gasoline from the auxili- 
ary tank, he told Capt. H. M. Mc-

having refused to flow from the 
main tank a few minutes after tak- 
ing off.

WWOGE C. N. MILLER 
DIES OF PARALYSIS 


He Recently Began Fifth Term 
on PE Pa Baker to 
Choose Successor. 


Gov. Baker will appoint a suc- 
cessor 10 Judge Calvin N. Miller of 
the Court of Criminal Correction, 
who died last night at the age of 
60, after a protracted i}'ness, at his 
home, 5530 Clemens avenue. Ar- 
rangements for his funeral have 
not been completed. 

Provisional Judge Frank B. 
Grodzki, who has filled Judge Mil- 
ler’s bench since last autumn and 
intermittently previously, notified 
the Governor by telegraph of Judge 
Miller’s death. Among those men- 
tioned by politicians as possible 
appointees to the place are Repub- 
lican City Committeeman Edward 
Butler, Alderman Krueger, a for- 
mer incumbent in the court; Po- 
lice Commissioned Arthur § J. 
Freund and Grodzki. 

Judge Miller, who had been on 
this bench longer than any other 
man, since 1911, having begun his 
fifth four-year term a few months 
ago, suffered a paralytic stroke in 
May, 1924, and though he was able 
to hold court a good deal of the 
time thereafter, he suffered an- 
other stroke last October and from 
that time was confined to his 
home. Complications in his illness 
ensucd. He was elected® to his 
fifth term last November and man- 
aged to visit court Christmas eve 
long enough to be sworn in. He 
did not return. 

He was born in Osceola, Ta., and 
was graduated from the St. Louis 
College of Law in 1898. Practicing 
at the old Four Courts, he made a 
wide acquaintance, and eventually 
entered politics. 


There are two divisions of Court | 


of Criminal Correction and Judge 
Miller sat in the oldest, No. 1. He 
and his colleague in the other divi- 
sion divided the work, so that No. 
1 always handled all misdemeanor 
cases coming from the Prosecuting 
Attorney’s office, including charges 
of wife and child abandonment and 
other matters affecting marital re- 
lations. For his methods and man- 
ner of handling these cases, Judge 
Miller became popular with wom- 
en’s organizations. He frowned on 
men who failed in their obligations 
as husbands, but granted paroles 
to those who promised to care for 
their families. 

Early in 1924 Judge MivWer 
abruptly halted wholesale issuance 
to police of liquo® search warrants, 
taking the position that neither 
suspicion, rumor nor anonymous 
communication, unsupported by 
reasonable evidence, justified a 
search. He expressed fear that in- 
nocent persons were suffering. 
Where evidence was adequate and 
obtained, the Judge was 


acquitted a defendant under it he 
discharged the wnole panel of 
jurgrs declaring it was out of sym- 
pathy with prohibition. 

Judge Miller sustained a demur- 


rer to an indictment charging the | 


late State Senator Frank H. Farris 
and Ray Cummins, then a police- 
man, with bribery, in connection 
with passage of the police salary 
bill by the 1917 Legislature, hold- 
ing there could have been no brib- 
ery because the alleged offense oc- 
curred when the Legislature was 
not in session. The Judge’s whole- 
sale discharge of 96 Negroes ar- 
rested in the 1916 election caused 
discussion, but the arrests appeared 
to have been a matter of party con- 
troversy. 

His widow, Mrs. Henrietta Brown 
Miller, survives: also a daughter, 
Mrs. Frances Cook of Jackson 
Heights, L. I.; and three sons. 
George of Long Beach Cal., and 
Carol and Theodore of St. Louis.

expenses, was only $3. 

The total cost to each person 
who attended, for expenses and 
betting, was, on the average, $6. 

Not so expensive, after all, for 
an afternoon or evening’s en- 
tertainment.

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Don’t Always Thwart Your Children

Y stinct. It wishes to have the 
power to do the things it sees 
you do. It’s unconscious ambition 
is to do the things it sees the big- 
ger children do. 

This is a most valuabie instinct. 
Do not try to suppress it. The re- 
sults of suppr-.ssion of the power 
instinct in children. are many and 
far reaching. 

The child who suffers most is 
the one w »se mother desires pas- 
sionately to bring it up as nearly 
perfect as possible. It is usually a 
girl, After being wrapped up when 
she is taken out and unwrapped 
when she comes in for nine or ten 
years; after having every effort of 
self-determination checked and ev- 
ery action commented on; after 
having been consistently told how 
she may spend her pocket money, 
what she may read, what she must 
t-ink and what she must say in 
her prayers, the unfortunate child 
has either lost all capacity for 
initiative and become a nonentity, 
or else hag become an obstinate lit- 
tle rebel. : 

Many children like this, when 
they first go to school are obsti- 
nate and cantankerous, If, how- 
ever, the .tmosphere of the school 
is good and the girl gets an oppor- 
tunity for a little self-expression 
she usually falls into line with oth- 
er children, and so enjoy: her free- 
dom, that she regards school as 
heaven and home a: hell. 

The devoted parent naturally is 
profoundly hurt at the child’s in- 
gratitude and want of natural af- 
fection. It does not often occur to 
this affectionate but unintelligent 
mother that the real trouble is her 
own lack of common sense. 

Most children, even those of wise 
parents, ass in adolescence 
through a phase oc hating home. 

The awakening of the sexual in- 
stinct accentuates their normal love 
of power and cCesire for inde- 
pendence,

OUR child has the power ine; 


mates, etc., which afford plenty of 
outlet for superfluous energy, also 
provides an ordered, even, un- 
changeable routine which is very 
restful to the growing girl or boy. 
Such children are apt to feel that 
their whole body is changing too 
quickly and getting out of hand, 

Again, for a certain type of ado- 
lescent, it is a peculiar temptation 
to moon about and do nothing in 
particular, and yet there is no 
time in life when this habit does 
more harm and causes more mis. 
ery. School provides a steady and 
varied occupation all day long, it 
is a refuge and support to the 
restless troubled mind. 

When the child goes home for 
the holidays, his associates are a 
few people with whose outlook he 
is familiar generally to boredom. 
He is either not stimulated suffi- 
ciently to interesting pursuits or so 
overstimulated to amusement that 
he finds the absence of a steady 
routine extremely irritating. 

His physical condition at the 
time of adolesence makes him sub- 
ject to considerable nervous irrita- 
bility. This is apt to express it- 
self in storms of temper, outbursts 
of insolence, and bouts of sullen- 
ness, which in all likelihood will 
provoke a correspondingly bitter 
response from his parents, 

If at this time parents would 
think hard about how they might 
divert his complicated desires 
along constructive lines, and bet- 
ter still, if they have been fortu- 
nate enough to have solved the 
same problems themselves, they 
will make this home-hating phase 
a short one. 

You will come nearer a practical 
solution of this problem if you will 
at all times keep in mind the fact 
that your child has a power in- 
stinct that requires self-expression 
and, that aeeds not suppression, 
but direction and guidance.

XCESSIVE perspiration is a 
thing that every dainty woman 
tries to guard against, with ?ev- 


ery possible means at her disposal.

There are many deodorants on 
the market to help women in the 
fight against excessive perspiration 
and there are several. home reme- 
dies that are most effective.

Soap and water cleanse the skin, 
removing surface impurities, but 
soda and borax penetrate into the 
pores and act as a purifying ageat. 
They also tend to soften water that 
has been made hard by chemicals 
used for purification. All city wa- 
ter has to be treated before it ts 
used for ‘drinking purposes, but 
this process turns soft water into

water. For soft water allows the 
soap used to lather’ more freely

Boric acid can be dusted under 
the arms and on the feet to heip 
purify perspiration as it exudes 
from the pores. 


Powdered alum is also good to 
stop perspiration for a time, al- 
though it is not advisable to use 
it constantly, as its action is highly 
astringent and no source of elimi- 
nation should be permanentiy 
closed. Two parts of boric acid 
and one part of powdered alum 
make a delightful perspiration 
powder and may be used more 
often than the plain alum. 

Another remedy for excessive 
perspiration which is not gener- 
ally known but one that is most 
effective to eliminate the possibil- 
ity of odor is the drinking of larze 
quantities of fresh water. The 
drinking of water does not stop 
the perspiration itself, but it does 
prevent any odor. This is a partic-
